“A great majority of the men who 
come from prison are not fit for any 
kind of labor, 
even

labor. 
Care should be taken of the convict’s 
health, so that when he collies from 
prison his muscles are in shape to 
earn an honest living. 
“More than 
that,

taught a useful trade. That is being 
cared for to a certain degree in some 
prisons. In his
